Members of the Romulus 
City Council met Monday even- 
ing for their second discussion 
of the proposed city budget. 

Council members discussed 
the police budget which in- 
cludes funding for three new 
cadets and an increase of 16 
percent from last year, 

“I just want to find out what 
are your (the police depart- 
ment's) goals within the ($3.2 
million) budget/" Councilman 
Peter Bergeron told Police 
Chief Charles Wilmoth and 
Mayor Beverly Me Anally. 
“Everybody in the city would 
like to have a million dollar in- 
crease over a two-year 


p e r i o d * " 1 B e r g er on c o m - 
men ted. 

Me Anally responded by re- 
minding the city council that it 
was the city council that de- 
manded that Romulus employ 
more police officers and more 
resources in the police depart- 
ment, 

Bergeron asked for the fu- 
ture plans of the police depart- 
ment. 

Wilmoth explained that the 
police department wanted to 
continue to put uniform offic- 
ers on the street and make 
them visible in the community, 
“When 1 came to Romulus 2 1/2 
years ago/ 1 Will mouth said, 
**The message I got was we 
want policemen on the street. 
We don’t want them in the sta- 
tion, we want them out in the 
community/" 


Wilmoth said that since this 
approach was started, the 
crime rate has been down, “I 
guess if you get some kind of 
results from dollars that's 
what I’m looking at/* the chief 
said. He added that the neigh- 
borhood watch program was 
the biggest community suppor- 
ter and that the police were get- 
ting much more involved in 


schools and youth programs. 
Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry inquired about the hiring 
of minorities in the police de- 
partment, “We’re a commun- 
ity of 15-20 percent blacks and 
we have three or four, two or 
three* that's unexeeptable/’ 
Raspberry said, 

“We've done everything we 
can, we've gone out to churches

He accused Romulus 
of having a traffic-oriented 
police force that only used the 
police cars that had radar* a 
charge which Wilmoth denied, 
“We have 22 cars and only five 
have radar. That’s not a traf- 
fic-oriented police force.' 1 

Bergeron said, “You have 
five (police cars with radar) on 
the street at one time. You have 
22 cars sitting over there and 
everybody's asking me, "Why 
don't we have more cars on the 
street?" and they're down in the 
parking lot/" No final budget 
decision was made. No other 
budget session has been sche- 
duled as yet by council mem- 
bers*

The Romulus Youth Assist- 
ance Program, affiliated with 
the Romulus Help Center, has 
been helping adolescents deal 
with problems they face grow- 
ing up. 

Youths, generally between 
the ages of 7 and 17, are refer- 
red to the program by schools 
or a police petition, explained 
Mark Small, director of the 
program. 

The schools refer students 
who have problems with truan- 
cy or behavior. 

Youths referred by the police 
have committed lesser crimes, 
such as vandalism or running 
away. By successfully com- 
pleting the youth assistance 
program the charges against 
the juvenile will be dropped, 
Small said. 

Small assesses the referred 
adolescents and talks to their 


families before they enter the 
program. He then matches the 
youths with volunteer counse- 
lors. 

Each volunteer counselor 
must complete a five-session 
training program before being 
assigned to a youth. The train- 
ing is provided through the 
youth assistance program, and 
focuses on the various 
approaches to helping youth, 
Small said. 

The training sessions teach 
the volunteers basic “helping" 
techniques and non- 
judgmental skills which enable 
them to understand the prob- 
lems facing the youths without 
judging them. Small ex- 
plained. 

One training session is strict- 
ly devoted to the number one 
problem facing young people 
today, substance abuse, Small 
said. Many of the youths refer- 
red to the youth assistance 
program either have a subst- 


ance abuse problem or are ex- 
posed to substance abuse with- 
in their families. 

Small observed that alcohol 
is the major problem facing 
teens, “Illegal drugs such as 
cocaine are much less 
accepted by youth. Alcohol is 
the accepted drug and youths 
learn activities involving alco- 
hol at home." 

How does the program work? 
The volunteer, once matched 
with an adolescent, meets the 
child and the family in Small's 
office. Number one on the 
agenda is the establishment of 


program goals. The goals are 
geared toward the individual's 
problem. 

At that time, the child and 
family must also sign a com- 
mitment to the program by 
being active participants in 
family counseling and parent 
groups. 

Small has found that typical 
problems faced by youths in 
the program stem from under- 
lying family problems. 
“Whether it is lack of com- 
munication, one-parent homes, 
substance abuse or a teen pre- 
gnancy, the source of the prob-

“Overall. 60 to 80 percent of the

rate is even higher for those on 
police petition," said Small, 
Small stressed that the 
volunteer-adolescent rela- 
tionship is confidential, “Pa- 
rents cannot make a volunteer 
divulge information on the 
youth. I will step in in cases 
where the youth is endangered 
by that confidentiality," 

In addition. Small said that 
the volunteer is on a first name 
only basis because* “a youth 
can rely too heavily on the 
volunteer which defeats the 
purpose of the program which 
aims to develop a bond between 
the youth and family."

The coordinator said 
most of the communities sent 
repre sen lives to view the a vail- 
able equipment and were 
"comfortable” with the in- 
formation presented, Benyo 
said he will be available to 
advise and consult CWW com* 
m unities in their selection of 
equipment 

In addition, Benyo said, an 


informational video program 
which explains the E-911 
emergency system, will be pro- 
duced for use by CWW mem- 
bers. Benyo said Westland 
Mayor Charles Griffin, who 
serves as CWW chairman, has 
offered the use of the city- 
operated cable station to film 
the video. Representatives 
from each of the 17 communi- 
ties will be asked to film an in- 
troduction to the program to in- 
dividualize the video for show- 
ing in their home communities, 
he said. 


The coordinator said he has 
had cooperation from Wash- 
tenaw and Monroe counties in 
areas which overlap the CWW 
emergency telephone system. 

Benyo asked all of the repre- 
sentatives to continue to up- 
date their master street guide, 
adding names and addresses 
when new subdivisions or 
apartment complexes are built 
and deleting names and 
addresses which are no longer 
current.

The subject of mini-grants 
received maximum attention 
at the May 13 meeting of the 
Conference of Western Wayne. 

Joseph Benyo of Westland re- 
ported that state grants for 
arts-related projects in Wayne 
County had been cut by one^ 
third for the 1988-89 fiscal year 
- reducing the $90,000 available 
for mini -grants to $60,000, 

Benyo said he attended a 
meeting of the Detroit Council 
of the Arts, the regranting 
agency for the state program, 
and was told that cuts had been 
made in the program because 
“no one cared 11 to answer a 
communication about the mini- 
grants which was sent to all 
Wayne County communities 
earlier in the year. 

An informal survey of CWW 
represenatives revealed that 
none could recall receiving any 
information on the art grant 
programs, 

Benyo asked the DCA to fur- 
nish him with a copy of the let- 
ter, but, at this time a copy of 


the letter has not been made 
available to him. 

A few CWW representatives 
did note that they received noti- 
fication of the most recent 
meeting of the DCA, but their 
notices arrived only one or two 
days prior to the meeting. Be- 
nyo, representing Westland 
Mayor Charles Griffin, was the 
only area representative at the 
meeting. 

Adding additional concern to 
the CWW members was the re- 
port from Benyo that “current- 
ly 92 percent of the grant 
money is going to Detroit pro- 
jects, 1 ’ leaving only eight per- 
cent of the county mini-grant 

allocation for the remaining 
communities. If the formula 
for distribution of mini-grants 
remains the same for the 1988- 
89 fiscal year, Detroit-based 
programs would receive 
$55,200 and only $4,800 would be 
allocated for the out-county 
area, he said

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Planning: Conference of Western Wayne outlines goals 


Several new projects are 
under consideration for inclu- 
sion in the 1989 plans for the 
Conference of Western Wayne. 

CWW Executive Director 
Ann Bollin presented the prop- 
osed program expansions to 
the 17-member organization at 
the May 13 meeting. 

Bollin recommended that the 
CWW develop a liaison prog- 
ram with state legislators 
which would include biannual 
meetings with CWW legislative 
delegates to identify local con- 
cerns, advise legislators on the 
impact of proposed legislation 


and to determine potential 
joint initiatives. The proposed 
program also would include 
quarterly reports on legislation 
status and CWW concerns. 

The CWW also proposed the 
development of an intern prog- 
ram that would identify poten- 
tial intern positions within each 
community and recommend 
appropriate placements. The 
CWW, according to Bollin. 
would sponsor the interns for 
special projects within the con- 
ference and/or member com- 
munities. Plans call for the in- 
terns to rotate between the con- 


ference, a city and a township 
to allow the interns an oppor- 
tunity to work within different 
governmental structures. 

Bollin said the program 
would begin at Eastern Michi- 
gan University, but could be 
expanded to other colleges and 
universities. The intern^ would 
be recruited from the fields of 
public administration, busi- 
ness administration, personnel 
and labor relations and finance 
and planning, she said. 

A third possible project , sub- 
mitted by the CWW executive 
director, would be to contract 


with communities to gather 
data for use in upgrading prop- 
erty assessments and master 
plans. Bollin said the project 
4 Ms dependent on interest 
generated by individual com- 
munities.” Once potential in- 
terest is identified, she said, 
the CWW can proceed with a 
program outline. 

The last proposal submitted 
by Bollin was the possibility of 
coordinating a Therapeutic Re- 
creation Program. Currently, 
the city of Westland operates a 
program and a jointly operated 
program is operated by Gar- 


den City and Wayne. At one 
time the three communities 
operated a program together, 
Bollin noted, 

Bollin said she has identifed 
three methods to administer a 
therapeutic recreation prog- 
ram through the CWW. She 
said the conference could set 
up a separate entity, contract 
with Westland (allowing total 
automony) or contract with 
Westland under CWW adminis- 
tration. 

I recommend alternative 


three, because it would allow 
for greater program visibility, 
offer an oppportunity to garner 
other resources, assist munici- 
palities in their efforts to offer 
comprehensive programming 
by sharing costs and would re- 
duce administrative costs* 1 * 
Bollin told the CWW members. 


During the summer months* 
members of the CWW will 
study the proposals and make 
recommendations as to which 
programs would begin on 
Oct.l. 


Townships receive a 
place on state maps 


Canton, Sumpter and Van 
Buren townships may now be 
recognized on state of Michi- 
gan maps, thanks to legislation 
approved last week by mem- 
bers of the state House of Rep- 
resentatives, 

Township officials across the 
state of Michigan have been un- 
successfully trying to be recog- 
nized by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation, which 
controls “putting the 
townships on the state map,” 

That all can change if state 
lawmakers approve an amend- 
ment to the 1988-89 Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
budget. 

The amendment was recent- 
ly introduced by Rep. James A. 
Kosteva (D-Canton Township). 

If approved, townships such 
as Canton, Van Buren and 
Sumpter would find their spots 
on the Michigan highway map. 

”That communities the size 
of Van Buren and Canton are 
ignored on the official state of 
Michigan highway map, while 
other communities with much 
smaller populations have de- 
signations. In my opinion, it is 


just not acceptable,” Kosteva 
said. 

According to Kosteva, his 
amendment for townships hav- 
ing a population of more than 
15,000 will be included on the 
state highway map beginning 
with the 1990 edition. The de- 
signation for the community 
will be marked at a coordinate 
nearest to the municipality 
governing body office. 

“Canton and Van Buren 
townships are rapidly grow- 
ing,” Kosteva said. Visitors to 
western Wayne County, truck- 
ers delivering their products 
and any other motorist travel- 
ing the 1-275 corridor should 
have an easier time locating 
communities of this size.” 

Other areas that will benefit 
from Kosteva’s amendment 
would include Sumpter, Ypsi- 
lanti and Ann Arbor townships. 

The transportation budget 
bill was approved by the House 
of Representatives May 10. The 
bill is still awaiting considera- 
tion by the Senate. If the Senate 
approves, it will go to Gov, 
Blanchard for his approval and 
be forwarded to the Depart 
meat of Transportation.

LASER 

LAPAROSCOPY MAY 
HELP A MAJOR 
CAUSE OF 
INFERTILITY- 
ENDOMETRIOSIS

A new high-lech medicabprocedure is 
being used by gynecologists, who are 
trained in the technique, to treat 
endometriosis — a major cause of 
infertility problems in women. The new 
procedure is called LASER Laparoscopy. 

Endometriosis has been wrongly 
labeled the “career woman's disease"* 
because it has been linked to postponed 
childbearing. It appears now to be 
found in women even as early as the 
onset of menstruation, laying the 
groundwork for problems later on. 

The disease takes its name from 
endometrium, the tissue that lines the 
uterus. This tissue swells each month in 
preparation for pregnancy, IT 
fertilization does not occur, the 
endometrium breaks down and is 
sloughed off during menstruation. 

In the disease endometriosis, fragments 
of the endometrium are found in other 
body organs including the ovaries, 
bowels. Fallopian tubes* and ligaments 
that support the uterus. They also may 
be found in the bladder, rectum, or 
appendix as well as more remote 
locations such as the lungs or nose. 


Dr Radsan is a member of the Oakwood Hospital 
Medical Staff , and maintains a private practice in 
obstetrics/gynecology in Men Park. 


Symptoms include pain during 
menstruation, intercourse, and bodily 
functions. Backaches and infertility are 
common signs as well. However, it's 
possible to have no symptoms whatsoever. 

Girls who complain of severe pelvic 
pain may be endometriosis sufferers. 
Because the disease can become worse 
over time, young women should get 
treatment early to prevent irreversible 
damage to their reproductive systems. 

Until recently, the treatments have 
been hormone therapies* major surgery 
requiring a large incision, or both.

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Cuts in art budget 
were self-serving 

It western Wayne County is labeled as ain't having no cul- 
ture, the blame could be placed on the Michigan Council for 
the Arts and its county regranting agency, the Detroit Council 
for the Arts. 

The MCA. which is responsible for awarding small grants to 
a its- related activities, has cut its annual allocation to Wayne 
County by 30 percent - the only county in Michigan to have 
received a cut in grant funds. Of the funds currently available 
to county residents, 92 percent have been allocated to Detroit- 
based activities. No doubt it is a sheer coincidence that the 
DCA serves as the area regranting agency, 

A representative of the Conference of Western Wayne disco- 
vered the cutbacks and funding pattern when he attended a 
recent arts council meeting. The reason for the actions, he 
was told, was that “no one cared" to respond to a letter which 
the DCA claimed it sent to all of the area communities. A poll 
of CWW members, however, revealed that none of the mem- 
bers present could recall receiving a letter of inquiry about 
the mini-grant program sent earlier in the year. The CWW 
representative has asked for a copy of that letter, but so far, 
he has not received one. 

Two CWW members said, however, that they received a 
notice of the arts council meeting two days prior to the event, 
while another said his announcement of the latest meeting 
came a day prior to it. Obviously, notification was not made in 
sufficient time for most community leaders to include the 
meeting on their already busy calendars. 

For an area that prides itself in having an abundance of 
artists, craftsmen, historical societies and musical groups, 
we believe there should be a mini-grant allocation higher than 
the eight percent leftovers from the city of Detroit-based acti- 
vities. If the pattern remains the same for 1988-89, this would 
mean $55,200 for Detroit mini -grants projects and $4,800 for 
the remainder of the art-related projects in Wayne County. It 
is difficult for us to believe that such a disproportionate 
number of cultural events are based in the city of Detroit to 
warrant the 92-8 percent division of the mini-grant funds. 

The artists, musicians and historians of western Wayne 
County and the audiences and exhibit-viewers who profit from 
their efforts apparently are been short-changed 

Concern is positive

The concept is profound, although simple to understand. It 
is one that has proven effective time and again throughout the 
life of the nation. 

More than 70 area citizens proved that Monday, as they 
used their power or public pressure to state their opinion on a 
local issue.

The citizens grabbed picket signs and a collection of facts 
and “stormed” the Westland City Council chambers to show 
their opposition to a plan that would transform 99 acres of the 
William P. Holliday Nature Preserve, in Westland, into a golf 
course With shouts and signs of “Birdys Not Bogies,** “Trees 
Not Tees*' and “‘Ignorance and Greed Will Destroy our Pre- 
serve/* the nature preserve enthusiasts made their presence 
known and tried to muster support for their effort. 

The golf course plan was proposed earlier this year by 
Westland Mayor Charles Griffin. Griffin has named nine 
citizens in the area to a task force to study the feasibility of the 
plan. A report from the task force is still not final. 

Opponents to the golf course plan say the fairways and 
greens would destroy the tranquility and untouched natural 
beauty of the nature preserve. Those who favor the golf course 
contend that using 99 of the total 500 acres which make up the 
preserve will not jeopardize the future of the preserve or the 
plants and wildlife Jiving there. 

Whatever the debate and whoever emerges as the victor in 
the controversy, the joining of public forces and citizen con- 
cern in tins issue are essential to our democratic form of 
government and are needed in many more issues in this city 
and many others. 

Citizen participation and concern about our communities 
are the backbone of this area. This concern begins with opin- 
ions on issues of controversy, continues with public support of 
local clubs, organizations and services and is most important 
during voting season and in the process of selecting candi- 
dates to serve in public office. 

The citizens protesting a golf course in Westland have set a 
pfime example of community spirit and involvement. Now, 
many others in the area need to follow the lead and take an 
active hand in promoting the betterment of their communities. 
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Togetherness is 
answer to clinic 

I am writing this letter regard- 
ing the teen health care assess- 
ment study /survey /committee 
which has been operating in our 
community under the spon- 
sorship of state funding. This 
committee and study is a coop- 
erative effort between the 
Annapolis Hospital and the 
Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools to assess the health 
needs of our students. 

I am concerned about some 
apparent deceptions involved 
with this study, survey /commit- 
tee, A letter was sent to the 
parents of secondary students in 
our school district (if the commit- 
tee is truly concerned only about 
the health needs of our students, 
elementary as well as secon- 
dary?) stating a study was being 
done in the school district and a 
random survey would be sent to 
some parents, some students and 
some staff members. (However, 
before this letter was sent, a sur- 
vey was done in a secondary clas- 
sroom without parental approval 
or permission.) 

In this letter and also on the 
committee letterhead, the words 
clergy and Ministerial Associa- 
tion were used, indicating that a 
group of more than one minister 
is involved with this study, possi- 
ble to indicate the acceptability of 
the study and the committee. In 
fact, to my knowledge, only one 
minister in this community is in- 
volved, and even though the com- 
mittee letterhead indicates he 


loners 



represents the community 
ministerial association, he 
does not. 

This association did not 
approve of or have any voice in 
his decision to serve on the com- 
mittee. 

We have been told by commit- 
tee members that a school-based 
or school- affiliated teen health 
eenter/clinic is not part of the 
planning in the study. However, 
the guidance materials which the 
committee is using and from 
which most of the survey ques- 
tions came are: complete report 
of guidance materials of adoles- 
cent health advisory' committee, 
program requirements for teen 
health centers and program re- 
quirements for planning commit- 
tee quite clearly state that a com- 
munity survey must have been 
done in 24 months immediately 
prior to establishing a teen health 
center /clinic. 

Also, much of the material that 
has been handed out at commit- 
tee meetings is definitely pro teen 
health clinic information from 
the Center of Population Options. 

\ do not wish to condemn or 
criticize our school board or 
school officials. 1 work for the 
Wayne-Westland school district, 
and I have met many dedicated 
administrators, teachers and pa- 
rents, who are all concerned with 
the welfare and education of oui' 
children. I am, however, suspi- 
cious of people outside our com- 
munity who are and possibly will 


be funding the proposed clinic 
and wonder if this clinic will be 
controlled by people outside our 
school district, rather than 
locally. 

I know r that when many of our 
committed and dedicated parent 
volunteers have offered their ser- 
vices at the junior high level in 
the Wayne-Westland school dis- 
trict, they have not felt welcome 
and have been discouraged. I feel 
this is a mistake. 

We should all work together to 
help our teenagers work through 
the very difficult years of 
adolescence. I sincerely believe 
we, as a community and as a 
school district, can come up with 
a much better and more accept- 
able program than the proposed 
teen health clinic.

I strongly disagree with West- 
land Mayor Charles Griff in's 
proposal for a golf course in the 
Holliday nature preserve. I feel 
he should reconsider, using more 
foresight. 

Look around and see all the de- 
velopment that is springing up all 
over Westland. I think back 32 
years ago when we first moved 
here. Our parents ask, “‘Why do 
you want to live way out in the 
country?** 

Now. everything has been bull- 
dozed down on three sides of us. 
Our large wooded back yard that 


we have kept natural all these 
years is changed in many ways. 
We no longer have any families of 
pheasants or quail. We miss the. 
spring peepers. And, probably 
most of all, I miss the carpets of 
wildflowers - especially the trii- 
lium, marsh marigolds and May 
apples. 

We did nothing to disturb all 
these, but the development 
around us destroyed them. 

We do not want this to happen 
to the Holliday nature preserve. 
But it will happen if the golf 
course is put in. Mayor Griffin 
says he will only be taking 99 
acres, but the western 45 acres 
that will be separated by the golf 
course from the eastern 350 acres 
will be almost worthless as a 
wildlife preserve. 

The east portion will also be 
greatly diminished in value, 
since many plants and animals 
will be destroyed when neighbor- 
ing trees are cut down, wetlands 
are filled and pesticides and ferti- 
lizers filter down and pollute the 
creek. 

We can replace a golf course 
anytime. But we can never re- 
place a wildlife preserve.

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Plan to save Rouge developed by board

The 20-year plan to clean up 
the Rouge River basin may not 
totally alleviate the problems. 
But it is a good start. 

Jim Rogers, senior environ- 
mental planner for Southeast 
Michigan Council of Govern- 
ments, said the plan is feasible 
and is the best they can do right 
now. 

Developers of the Rouge Riv- 
er Remedial Action Plan un- 
veiled the 20-year program at a 
press conference May 11. 

The plan was the result of two 
years of work prompted by the 
Water Resources Commission. 

The WRC vowed to restore 
the Rouge River by the year 
2005 “to the extent practic- 
able," Rogers said the term 
“practicable" will make the 
vow achievable through the 20- 
yea r plan, but a complete 
cleanup will take much longer. 

“Our ultimate goal in the 
case* of the Rouge River w r ill 
take much longer than the 20 
years outlined in this plan," 
Rogers said. 

He added that this plan, 
however, will make it progres- 
sively easier to clean up the 
river. 

The primary goal of SEM- 
COG is to protect the public 
health by eliminating dis- 
charges of untreated sewage 
and the control of toxic subst- 
ances to the Rouge River. The 
group hopes someday to 
achieve the water quality stan- 
dards set by the state. That, 
however, is beyond the reach of 
the 20-year plan. 

Separate sanitary sewer 
overflows and combined sewer 
overflows have been named as 
the main culprits in the de- 
vastation of the Rouge during 
the years, according to Rogers. 
These inadequate systems 
have resulted in the flow of raw 
sewage and toxic substances in 


Local students to 
help In 1 988 rescue 

One would think that clean- 
ing nearly 54,000 gallons of 
garbage from the Rouge Riv- 
er would do the job. But much 
more cleanup is needed, 

June 4 will mark the third 
annual Rouge Rescue 
cleanup project sponsored by 
Friends of the Rouge. 

In an effort to clean up the 
126-mile long river, young 
people, old people, students 
and community leaders have 
joined forces. Last year, 
more than 2,000 volunteers 
rolled up their sleeves and 
braved the murky waters of 
the Rouge. 

All sorts of goodies were 
pulled front the water, includ- 
ing 19 cars, four refrigera- 
tors, 75 grocery carts, two 
motorcycles* 150 tires, two 
couches and three-quarters of 
a ton of roofing shingles. 

Diana Haskins, a junior at 
Wayne Memorial High 
School, is looking forward to 
digging some trash out of the 
river herself this year. 

She is one of hundreds of 
high school students who use 
the cleanup project as an 
opportunity to learn more qb~ 
out the river and to help out 
with a worthwhile project. 

4 ‘ Rig hi now, we’re ex- 
perimenting with samples 


from Hie river/’ Haskins 
said. 

Students will learn a great 
deal from the river, accord- 
ing to William Jakeway, ex- 
ecutive director of Friends of 
the Rouge 

Student groups will study 
the various pollutants which 
are causing problems with 
the river running through 36 
communities in Wayne- Oak- 
land and Washtenaw coun- 
ties. 

Haskins, along with many 
of the other students involved 
in the cleanup, is interested in 
conservation efforts and 
would like to pursue a career 
in the field of natural re- 
sources. 

The annual cleanup effort is 
an integral part of the long- 
term cleanup of the river, 
according to Jim Rogers, 
senior environmental planner 
for Southeast Michigan Coun- 
cil of Governments. 

“It (the cleanup) provides a 
way for the public to get in- 
volved/' he said, N *ft helps 
establish a greater under- 
standing of the resources in 
their own back yard/* 

The Friends of the Rouge 
are in need of equipment, 
money and, most important- 
ly, muscle, to help with the 
June 4 cleanup. For informa- 
tion on how to help, call 42- 
ROUGE 


the river, as well as the des- 
truction of many of the fish and 
plant life that once flourished 
there. 

The major portion of RAP in- 
volves the design and construc- 
tion of new combined sewer 
overflow facilities after com- 
pleting improvements to sepa- 
rate sanitary sewers. 

SEMCOG will have to rely on 
individual communities for 


much of this work. Coni muni- 
ties will be asked to design and 
build facilities to disinfect the 
overflows that are now being 
dumped into the river as raw 
sewage. 

Rogers said in this way the 
support of area communities is 
crucial to the project. 

The total cost of the 20-year 
plan is estimated at $900 mil- 
lion. The RAP recommends

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that 40 percent of the cost be 
obtained through state and 
federal grants. The rest will 
have to be the burden of the 36 
communities which lie in the 
river basin. 

Rogers said most of the com- 
munities have already pledged 
their support, including. Can- 
ton, Westland, Wayne, Belle- 
ville. Van Buren and Inkster 
There are a couple, however, 
which he said still refuse to par- 
ticipate. 

‘‘Participation could have 
been imposed by the state two 
years ago,” Rogers said. In- 
stead, he said. SEMCOG chose 
to evaluate the problem and 
come up with a long-term solu- 
tion to the problem of pollution 
in the Rouge River, 

While RAP is the heavy-duty, 
nuts-and-bolts of^the cleanup 
effort, the annual Rouge Res- 
cue event is the heart. 

Rogers admitted it would be 
naive to think that the prob- 
lems in the Rouge River could 
be solved by cleaning up the 
trash once a year. He said, 
however, that the Rouge Res- 
cue is an essential part of the 
cleanup effort. 

Rogers said the annual event 
gives neighbors the chance to 
participate personally in the 
cleanup effort. 

M They (residents of area 
communities) are going to have 
to sigh on the dotted line for the 
sewer project/" he said. “This 
(Rouge Rescue) gives them a 
chance to feel a part of the 
effort.” 

Rogers and other SEMCOG 
officials will begin meeting 
soon with community leaders 
to disscuss the types of facili- 
ties needed to clean up the river 
and to get their reaction on 
RAP. 

The plan will go into effect 
right away, but it may be 
awhile before results are no- 
ticeable. 
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Surprisingly, many people don't real- 
ize that Michigan Lottery revenues help 
the state's public schools. The following 
addresses that issue, 

Q; What happens to Lottery 
revenues? 

A: Since 1981, revenues from all 
Michigan Lottery games have been ear- 
marked for the state School Aid FUnd to 
help support kindergarten 42th grade 
education. 

Q: How much does the Lottery 
contribute? 

A: To date, the Lottery has provided 
approximately $2.9 billion to the state! 
In the last fiscal year, the Lottery's con- 
tribution exceeded $407 million. 

Q: Why haven't my taxes gone 
down as a result of the Lottery 
contribution? 

A: The annual state budget for support 
of elementary and secondary education 
is continually increasing. So, while your 
taxes may not have decreased, main- 
taining the same level of education fund- 
ing without Lottery revenues during the 
past two years alone would have cost the 
average Michigan household another 
$250 more in the form of direct taxes, 

Q: Does the Lottery provide this 
money to the individual schools? 

Aj No. Lottery revenues are turned over 
to the Michigan Department of Educa- 
tion for distribution to individual school 
districts according to terms of the School 
Aid Formula developed by the legisla- 
ture. Thus, the Lottery has no control 
over, or exact knowledge of, how its con- 
tribution might figure in allocations U> 
individual school districts. 

Q: On what dues the Department of 
Education base its allocation of 
these dollars? 

A: According to the department, alloca- 
tion of the School Aid Fund is based on 
local support for education. School dis- 
tricts which have a high local tax base 
are considered to be “out of formula" and 
receive a leaser share of funding than 
districts with lower tax bases So aid per 
pupil and per school varies throughout 
the state, 

Q: Who should I contact if I want 
more information on my schools 
share of the fund?

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Youth organization tries to shed the image 
of catering only to cows, crafts and kids

F or years, they have been associated 
with life on a farm. They are pictured 
raising chickens, goats, cows and 
swine. 

Membership in the group was seemingly res- 
tricted to those whose knowledge of Holsteins 
and brown swift dairy cows distinguish them 
from "city slickers” who knew' only terms such as 
"veal.” "prime rib" and "filet mignon," 

But members of the 4-H organisation are 
concerned with much more than cows, crafts 
and country life. 

Today, more than 25 ? 0OQ people in Wayne 
County are "card carrying” members of 4-H. Of 
those, 1,100 are older than 18 years old are in- 
cluded in the ranks of leaders for the organiza- 
tion. 

The beginnings of 4-H can be traced to pre- 
World War II days. It was then that an effort 
began to encourage Americans to use all arable soil 
to grow crops for soldiers in the war effort. 

After the war ended, members of the effort orga- 
nized to become sources for various educational 
topics, such as gardening and preserving food. 

The 4-H received a major boost in the 1950s 
and 1960s from private businesses which funded 
the organization and again in 1977 when Michi- 
gan lawmakers appropriated funding for the ex- 
pansion of 4-H programming through the state 
Department of Social Services. 

Now, 4-H programs are coordinated and moni- 
tored by Michigan State University. MSU is the 
land grant institution, meaning the institution is 
responsible for educating members of the gener- 
al public who are unable to obtain information in 
a college atmosphere. 

In Wayne County, that education is conducted 


as part of the Wayne County Cooperative Educa- 
tion Extension Center, located on Venoy Road, 
at Van Born, in Wayne. 

It is there that the fun begins for local 4-H 
members and leaders. 

"It’s an educational youth program," said 
Margaret Leskosky, describing simply the de- 
sign of 4-H. 

Leskosky is the Wayne County Extension 4-H 
youth agent. She is paid by MSU to help organize 
and develop the programs for the 90 Wayne 
County 4-H clubs, which meet as often as once 
each week or as seldom as once each month. 

Each club in 4-H, Leskosky said, focuses on 
one or more of the 200 "projects” designated in 
the 4-H program. The projects can include the 
study or work in crafts, computers, gardening, 
science, raising small animals, dogs, horses, 
cooking, nutrition, personal appearance, stress, 
outdoor survival - and a long list of others. 

"The kids in each club decide the types of 
things they want to do in each club," Leskosky 
said. "They really could incorporate all 200 pro- 
jects in one club,” 

A demographic profile of local 4-H members 
reveals a wide range of interests - and ages, 
Leskosky said. Ages of members range from a 3 
1 /2-year old in Leskosky 's club to Keith Forbush, of 
Inkster, who has been a member for 42 years. 

As a rule, however, 4-H members are between 
the ages of 5 and 19. After age 19, members are 
eligible to become club leaders, a position which 
they can maintain indefinitely. 

"After age 19, members are considered in a

Members: 4-H was a ‘dream come true’ for families

When Ursula Wieczorek was grow- 
ing up, she loved to visit her' grandpa- 
rents’ farm in St. Clair and dreamed of 
having her own stamping ground for 
farmyard animals some day. 

She thought tha t If she ever had chil- 
dren, it would be wonderful to rear 
them in the country, surrounded by 
animals and fresh air. 

Wieczorek is a living proof that some 
dreams do come true. 

Wieczorek was married and had 
three children. She and her husband, 
John, were living in Detroit when they 
decided to buy a farm in Belleville. Be- 
fore buying the farm, though, Wiec- 
zorek met Mary Herring, a 4-H leader 
who had high praises for the organiza- 
tion. 

"I got involved in 4-H because I 
wanted to learn about farm life - rais- 
ing animals properly and the like But I 
wanted my kids to learn, too." Wiec- 


zorek explained "I have nurses, swine, 
dairy goats, o brown swift dairy cow 
and a calf which is being raised for 
breeding beef on my farm right now." 

Wieczorek is now a 4-H leader, tak- 
ing charge of the "Mustangers” club. 
All three of her children, John Jr., 
David and Heather are active in the 
club 

Wieczorek admits that the 4-H has 
helped her and her children learn about 
farm life. But membership in the group 
has meant much more than a farming 
education, she said. 

"The program gives the kids lots of 
self confidence and experience and has 
also taught them a lot about science 
and animal care," Wieczorek said. "I 
enjoy being a leader because I can see 
so much growth in the children, 4-H 
gives them something to do. They al- 
ways have things to do, whether it’s 
crafts or livestock showings or going to 
club meetings. 

"The kids have a lot more respect 
for Ufe after caring for animals, and 
strong friendships develop through 4- 


H.” she continued- "I know 1 have got- 
ten to know great people through the 
program, and the kids do, too. " 

Membership in Wieczorek’s “Mus- 
tangers” includes 15 children, who are 
between 5 and 17 years old. The mix of 
ages is good for the club, she said, be- 
cause older members have a chance to 
show the younger ones "the ropes." 

M We get the kids when they Ye 
young, " Wieczorek said, "They are in a 
protege program until they are 10 
years old and able to show their own 
animals ” Wieczorek also gives pre- 
school and kindergarten students tours 
of her farm and talks about the anim- 
als. She even allows the youngsters to 
milk the goats. 

Debbie Rowsey. a teacher’s aide at 
Tyler Elementary School, in Belleville. 
is also very active in the local 4-H prog- 
ram She is the leader of ‘Super 
Stock." an offspring club of the "Mus- 
tangers." 

Rowsey explained that when the 
number of children in the Mustangers 
became too large to give students indi- 


vidual attention, the group was split 
into two separate groups. 

Rowsey, like Wieczorek, always 
dreamed of having a farm to rear her 
children. 

V 1 lived in Wayne and became in- 
volved with kids in 4-H growing up be- 
cause 1 loved horses. I knew that I 
would want my kids to know all about 
animals when they were growing up, 
too." Rowsey explained. 

Rowsey feels that her two children, 
Carl and Paul, have learned valuable 
information that they will take with 
them no matter what they decide to do 
in the future. 

"What they will always remember 
is getting up in front of people while 
showing their animals and in the club 
when they do presentations. They’re 
not afraid to speak their minds,” Row- 
sey said. "Most importantly, we've all 
learned kindness through 4-H. It may 
seem silly that an adult learned kind- 
ness from animals, but it’s true. Anim- 
als have feelings and get hurt just like 
humans."

Mildred is my 
mother and a better pie baker 
is probably unknown in the his- 
tory of all kitchens. Recently I 
discovered that in one of the 
many moves she and I have 
made from home to home dur- 
ing our lifetimes, l have come 
into possession of one of her 
favorite pie recipe books. 

No big deal one might think, 
except that Mildred always 
bragged to eveYyone, particu- 
larly her dearly despised sister 
Florence, that she never, ever 
used a recipe and each of her 
luscious concoctions was "just 
something I threw together.'" 

Threw together in a pig's 
eye. Old Mildred was just as 
dependent on recipes as the 
rest of us, I’ve discovered, 
although she did have me 
fooled for a lot of years. To give 
credit where credit is due, 
she's given me her recipe for 
pie crust and provided explicit 
directions to me in the methods 
of duplicating her technique all 
to no avail.

E artha Deyam pert is a woman 
who knows a good thing when 
she sees it. And from behind 
the reservation counter at Un- 
ited Airlines about four years ago, she de- 
cided that leaving her children in a day 
care center while she worked was a good 
thing, but even better would be owning a 
day care facility of her own. 

“I really was inspired by the people 
where 1 took my children. Their teachers 
were so enthusiastic and inspired, it en- 
couraged me to try, 1 also thought that pa- 
rents need a good support system and that 
this would be a good career move for 
me," Deyam pert said. 

Leaving her own three children in day 
care facilities when they were only six 
weeks of age gave Deyampert a familiar- 
ity with the rigorous requirements of such 
operations. Undeterred, she began her , 
licensed day care center about four years 
ago in Inkster where she and her family 
have lived for nine years. 

“I named the center after my three 
kids, that's why it's Three Bears, " 
Deyampert said. She credits her children 
with being a staff all by themselves and 
noted that while both her sons seem to en- 
joy having the 12 youngsters she cares for 
around, her daughter is the most enthu- 
siastic. 

“She brings ideas home from school for 
games and activities and after she does 
her homework, she gets involved in play- 
ing with the kids and in reading them stor- 
ies/' Deyampert said. 

But obviously, one of Deyampert s big- 
gest challenges was in pleasing a large 
variety of tiny appetites. No small task in 
these days of fast food and sophisticated 
tastes even with junior gourmets. 

Deyampert learned her culinary skills 
from her mother while she was growing 
up in Detroit. "My mother raised five 
girls and they all can cook/ 1 Deyampert 
said with a chuckle. Even now. Deyam- 
pert admitted, "1 call my mother once in 
awhile to check on some things*" 

Deyam pert’s daughter, she said, will

probably learn to cook just as she did, by 
watching what her mother does in the 
kitchen. “I think she'll pattern herself af- 
ter me. Sometimes 1 find her watching me 
in the kitchen when I wasn't aware she 
was there," she said. 

“My mother always told us, 'You can 
come on and watch because someday 
you'll have to cook/ and she was right," 
Deyampert said. 

Her husband John works full time at the 
day-care facility now and shares some of 
the cooking chores for the children* "He's 
been working with me full-time for about 
a year and a half. He was formerly an in- 
surance agent, Deyampert explained. 

"I do the planning of the meals on the 
weekend and then the shopping and we 
sort of share the cooking. It’s really a 
matter of being prepared and consistent, 1 
think. If you don't have a plan, feeding 12 
kids would be a hard thing to do/' Deyam- 
pert said. 

"I do love kids. Right now we have 12 
we care for. The oldest is 8 and the 
youngest is 11 weeks," she said. 

Deyampert. who just earned her associ- 
ate degree in child development at the 
University of Michigan at Dearborn is a 
stickler for good nutrition, along with 
making foods kids will eat and enjoy. 

“1 watch the kids and observe what 
they like* what they send back and don't 
eat and I’ve learned what to serve them 
Sometimes, the trick is in how you serve 
food. I've learned to use bright-colored 
plates, and lots of finger foods. I do a lot 
of decorated foods and for sure food that 
doesn't run into each other on the plate/’ 
Deyampert said.

State workers set 
recycling example 


It is estimated that, in just 
one and one-half days, Michi- 
gan residents generate 
enough solid waste to fill the 
Silverdoine to the top. More 
than half of what we throw 
away is waste paper, which 
ultimately winds up in land- 
fills. 

Decreasing landfill space 
and other environmental eon 
siderations have led many 
state government offices to 
join together to divert recycl- 
able office paper from dispos- 
al facilities. 

House employees recently 
joined more than 3,500 other 
government workers who 
participate in the state Office 
Paper Recycling program, it 
is estimated the average state 
worker discards about 4 
pounds of office paper each 
day. With very little effort, 
the OPR participants are 
helping to divert as much as 
70 percent of the paper from 
the state waste stream. 

The benefits of recycling 
state office paper are three- 
fold. Not only does it help to 
save taxpayers’ money, but it 
conserves energy and helps 
reduce air and water pollu- 
tion. 

Recycling paper uses 30 
percent less energy than 
making it directly from trees. 
Every ton of paper recycled is 
equivalent to saving an esti- 



mated 22,4 gallons of gasoline 
and 17 trees. 

These environmental and 
economic concerns have been 
a major motivating factor for 
the si a t e O P R p r o g r a m 
Rather than throwing away 
used office paper, state work- 
ers put in a desk-top contain- 
er, When the container is full, 
the paper is placed into a cen- 
trally located corrugated bin. 
Each corrugated bin is col- 
lected and emptied, and the 
paper is shredded and baled 
and sold to a paper mill. 

The recovered paper is 
used to manufacture new pro- 
ducts. such as wrapping pap- 
er, brochures, stationery, 
greeting cards, tissues and 
paper toweling. 

Michigan is a great state, 
full of natural wonders. State 
lawmakers have taken many 
steps to preserve the Michi- 
gan environment. Our state 
bottle deposit law. pollution 
control legislation and the 
Office Paper Recycling prog- 
ram are just a few examples 
of action taken to guarantee 
Michigan beauty for future 
generations.

Caramel candy pie 

Prepared 9-inch baked pie 
crust 

FILLING 


1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
1/4 cup cold water 
14-ounce package vanilla 
caramels 
1 cup milk 

1 1/2 cup whipping cream, 
whipped 

TOPPING 


2 tablespoons sugar 
1/4 cup slivered almonds 

In small bowl, sprinkle gelatin 
over water and let stand. In 
medium heavy saucepan, com- 
bine caramels and milk and heat 
over low heat until caramels are 


melted and mixture is smooth, 
stirring occasionally. Add sof- 
tened gelatin and stir until dis- 
solved. Refrigerate about an 
hour or until slightly thickened 
but not set, stirring occasionally. 
Fold caramel mixture into whip- 
ped cream. Pour into cooled, 
baked pie crust and refrigerate 
until set, about two hour's. 

In small skillet, combine sugar 
and almonds. Cook over low heat 
until sugar is melted and 
almonds are golden brown, stir- 
ring constantly. Immediately 
spread on foil or greased cookie 
sheet. Cool and then break apart. 
Just before serving, garnish pie 
with caramelized almonds.

When people enroll their dog 
in obedience class, they enter 
the room on the first night of 
class with their dogs Jumping, 
pulling and misbehaving. Al ter 
the first half-hour of class, 
these same dogs are walking 
quite calmly by their master's 
side. 

Naturally, the dogs aren't 
perfect, but they show a great 
improvement compared lo the 
way they walked into the cl as 
sroom earlier. 

One of our biggest rewards is 
seeing the progress a dog can 
make in only one hour and the 
look of pride and satisfaction 
the owners display in their dog, 
(This is lesson number-one.) 

The second week of class, the 
people enter the classroom, 
somewhat more subdued, and 
talk and act a bit more author- 
itative toward their dog. They 
are not as excited about their 
deg's performance, but they do 
give praise when commands 
are performed properly. 

Here's where things begin to 
change - and not for the better. 

The third week of class, the 
people enter the room general 
ly anxious U> talk to me. They 
each have dozens of complaints 
about their dog, complaints 



they never would have had ab- 
out things they never would 
have noticed had they not en- 
rolled in obedience training. 
And their dog had only com- 
pleted three weeks of lust ruc- 
tion. 

This disappointment in their 
dog is totally natural but also 
totally unfair. Yes, we must 
learn to control our dogs. Yes, 
every dog is capable of per- 
forming obedience, and most 
every dog will do its best to 
avoid it. But it is unfair to ex- 
pect perfection in such a short 
p e r i o d of l i m e a n d simul- 
taneously unfair to show dis- 
appoint men L or bitterness, 
which solves nothing and pro- 
longs development of the bond 
so necessary when owning a 
dog. 

Keep this in mind: A reluc- 
tant performer performs reluc- 
tantly. So without encourage- 
ment, your dog will perform 


hut not with the joyful cnthu 
siasni possible from a dog 
given praise and approval 
from his “partner 11 - the 
owner. 

When a dog’s performance 
makes you upset or angry, 
you've already lost that par- 
ticular training session. Anger 
accomplishes nothing and 
wastes constructive training 
time You must not let lack of 
perfection in your dog’s per- 
formance bother you You 
make mistakes, too. And if 
you’ve ever studied another 
language or taken a course in 


ceramics, for example, or a ro- 
ll ics or karate, you know you 
don't become fluent or an ex- 
pert in that area of study until 
you've devoted time to it. And 
how fast would you learn if 
e a c h time you made a mistake, 
your instructor stomped off in a 
huff or shot you a dirty look or 
yelled at you? You’d probably 
give up! 

Well, your dog won't give up! 
It will always try to earn your 
praise and affection. Can you 
live up to your dogs admiration 
of you?

70 percent of 
employers now 
have new policy

Smoking is becoming a dirty 
word among m o s t area 
businesses. 

The public has known that 
cigarette smoking leads to lung 
cancer* emphysema and other 
diseases for quite some time. 
But 27 percent of all Americans 
still risk “lighting up.” 

A survey of nearly 3,000 
adults published in the Feb, 10 
edition of the Detroit Free 
Press netted these results: 28.7 
percent of males between the 
ages of 18 and 34 smoke, 33.7 
percent of women in the same 
age group smoke : among those 
age 35-54* 36,1 percent of males 
smoke and 30.7 percent of 


females smoke, in the age 55 
and older category* 17.6 per- 
cent of the males smoke and 20 
percent of the females smoke. 

Despite the high percentage 
of smokers and the results of 
health tests among smokers* it 
has just been recently that 
those findings are sinking in 
and affecting the way com* 
panies deal with their em- 
ployees* prospective em- 
ployees and even customers, 

It used to be common to sit in 
a bus and choke on the smoke 
from another passenger’s 
cigarette. But, more and more* 
smoke is disappearing from 
places frequented by the gener- 
al public. This change in status 
has those who really enjoy a 
good smoke really steamed. 


Several area companies sur- 
veyed have implemented or 
are preparing to implement 
smoking policies. However* 
most were hesitant to have 
their names released in print. 
Statistics from the American 
Lung Association in Southeast- 
ern Michigan indicate that 
nearly 70 percent of all Amer- 
ican companies are in the pro- 
cess of implementing such poli- 
cies, 

George Latkes* of the Michi- 
gan Department of Public 
Health* said he continues to see 
more and more companies put 
smoking policies into effect. 
But he sees many of them chal- 
lenged by those unwilling to 
give up their freedom to 
smoke. 


“There are a lot of protests to 
the policies*” he said. 

The Ford Motor Co. allows 
smoking on the assembly line* 
as long as flammable mate- 
rials are not nearby. Ford offi- 
cials have* however* set aside a 
non-smoking area in the 
cafeteria and offerred semi- 
nars on how to quit smoking* 

One employee had no com- 
plaints about the arrange- 
ments* adding that* some- 
times* the machinery give off 
more smoke than the 
cigarettes. 

Most companies have prohi- 
bited smoking in the work area 
but have established specific 
areas for smokers to light up. 

Most school officials sur- 
veyed have outlawed smoking 
everywhere but in a portion of 
the faculty lounge. Air puri- 
fiers. according to most school 
employees surveyed, have be- 
come a favorite appliance in 
the school building.

More than 20 years of experience have made 
Randy Johnson an expert in the garage door 
business. That is why so many employers like 
him on their payroll. 

However* Johnson preferred a payroll of his 
own and decided to open his own business this 
year. 

Johnson is the owner of the Garden City- 
based American Entries, a garage door in- 
stallation and service business. Although the 
firm is not yet one of the largest in the area, 
Johnson is content with the dream he has ful- 
filled. 

The company has one employee who 
answers phones and makes an occasional sale. 
She also does much of the paper work - John- 
son^ least favorite part of owning a business. 

“1 like being outside and doing the work,” 
said Johnson, who in the past worked for 
Taylor Door, of Detroit, and Quality Overhead 
Door, of Taylor. “I never liked being inside and 
working at a desk. 1 like the outdoors* and I 
enjoy putting in the doors.” 

Johnson also likes being his own boss and felt 
the time was right to try his hand at running his 
own company. 

"It was just time to go for it*” said Johnson, 
"You work with someone long enough and real- 
ize you could be doing this yourself. The 
population is here* and I've always liked this 
area, so I decided to give it a shot.” 

Johnson has encountered a few of the prob- 
lems that come with starting a business. 
Nevertheless* he is calling his first plunge into 
the business world a success. 

“I wouldn't say we have an abundance of 
work, but it has been going well,” he explained. 
“It s better than what I thought from the pro-

jections. I think a lot of people don’t know I am 
here.” 

Johnson deals in what he calls the “top of the 
line” garage doors* including five from Taylor 
Doors, He also sells doors made of medal, 
fiberglass and wood. 

His biggest seller, however, is the “steel- 
raised panel, vinyl-clad door,” 

“These are excellent garage doors,” John- 
son said. “They require no maintenance on the 
vinyl* they have a great wood-like appearance* 
you can wash them very easily* and they last 
longer than any other door. There is no better 
energy-efficient door on the market*” 

And if ht evinyl-clad just doesn't seem perfect* 
Johnson has several other varieties from which 
to choose, 

“We have 20 different types of doors* and I let 
the customer choose which door he wants," 
said Johnson. “I really like the doors I sell. If I 
didn’t, 1 wouldn’t sell them.” 

Like most small businesses* Johnson focuses 
on personal attention and customer service. 

"I have the ability to get more persona! with 
the customer and find out exactly w'hat he 
wants*” said Johnson. "A lot of people say they 
get the cold shoulder when they go to some 
places. But not here, 

“I don*t even ask for the money until the job 
is done and the customer is satisfied , I also offer 
a 15-year guarantee* and I don’t w T ant to 
go back on jobs where I have to fix something 
because I don’t have the time. 

"That’s why I offer a quality door*” he ex- 
plained.

Ford Probe 
nets a good 
local review

Jack Demmer Ford* in 
Wayne* has been riding on the 
success story of the Ford Motor 
Co. for the past two years* With 
in introduction of the 1989 Ford 
Probe LX* Demmer staff mem- 
bers are hoping that ride will be 
even smoother. 

The Probe is an aerodyna- 
mic* front-wheel-drive sports 
car, which Ford officials are 
hoping will compete with the 
imports in the small specialty- 
car market* 

“This car is aimed at those 
who might be interested in 
buying a foreign car, like a 
Toyota Celica or Honda 
Accord,” said Jim Demmer* of 
Jack Demmer Ford. “It is 
actually Ford’s first foreign- 
type sports car.” 

The two-door hatchback fea- 
tures a 12-valve, 2.2-liter, inter- 
cooled-turbocharged engine 
with automatic adjustable sus- 
pension* power four-wheel* 
disc brakes and 15-inch per- 
formance tires. 

Standard equipment in- 
cludes a five-speed manual 
transaxle* power rack-and- 
pinion steering* retractable 
halogen headlamps^ perform- 
ance instrumentation and re- 
clining front bucket seats with 
console. 

“It is a very exciting car* and 
it is the highest quality sports 
car I’ve ever been in*” said De- 
mmer. “It handles very well 
and has a lot of 'get up and go" 
for a 4-cylinder car. It also has 
an entirely different feel It 
really is a unique automobile.” 

The car, which is on a limited 
production run, went on sale at 
Ford dealerships May 12, The

suggested retail price is $10,448 
for the GL model, $11,430 for 
the LX model and $13,580 for 
the GT. 

“We are aiming at the in- 
come level of around $40,000 
per year," said Demmer. The 
car is similar in price to the 
Mustang but aimed at a slight- 
ly different market,” 

The Probe, which has a num- 
ber of similar features found on 
a concept car of the same 
name, is being built at the Maz- 
da Plant, in Flat Rock. 

“The reason it is being built 
there is because the plant is a 
new. state-of-the-art facility, 
which is needed to build such 
an automobile," said Demmer. 
"We are getting them one at a 
time until production goes into 
full swing, and they usually sell 
within a day. The only way we 
can keep one around here is to 
use it as a rental and let the 
sales people drive it.” 

Through early May, more 
than 6,000 Probes had been 
sold, including 10 at Jack De- 
mmer. Dealers have placed 
77,000 orders for the Probe, 
w r hich is enough to fill produc- 
tion schedules through Octo- 
ber, Demmer said. 

“The car is already selling 
beyond our expectations,” De>- 
mmer explained.

Penalties add 

If you missed the April 15 dead- 
line for filing your taxes, you may 
face stiffer penalties under the 
1986 federal tax law. 

Penalty for failing to pay taxes 
on April 15 increases from 1/2 to l 
percent for each month the tax bill 
remains outstanding. However, 
this increase only takes effect af- 
ter the I RS notifies the person that 
it intends to levy the person's 
assets. The penalty cannot exceed 
25 percent of the tax not paid. 

The penalty increases 1 percent 
for each additional month a person 
does not pay For example, if you 
owed $5,000 to the government, 
your penalty for the first month 
would be $50 (1 percent) until the 
penalty reached the maximum of 
$1,250 (25 percent). 

If a person is found guilty of 
fraud, the penalty is increased 
from 50 to 75 percent of the under- 
payment plus half of the interest 
on the amount due to fraud. The

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penalty now applies only to the 
amount of underpayment due to 
fraud. Yet, the burden is on the 
person found fraudulent to prove 
that the entire underpayment is 
not ascribed to fraud. 

Interest on late-income tax pay- 
ments will be more costly in the 
new law. Only 40 percent of the in- 
terest was deductible in 1988, un- 
like 65 percent in 1987, Furth- 
ermore, for underpayments, the 
IRS collects 1 percent more than 
what it pays for overpayments. 

The maximum cumulative 
penalty increases from $50,000 to 
$100,000 per year for a businesses 
that fail to file an information re- 


payers. 

The negligence penalty, which is 
for people who fail to report on 
their income tax return income 
that shows up on Form W-2 or 1099 
information reports, is still 5 per- 
cent of the underpayment. Now, 
however, the penalty applies to all 
taxes. 

Nevertheless, there is still hope 
for those people that have found a 
mistake in their income tax re- 
turns before the IRS has found the 
mistake. When a person finds an 
income error or a missing figure, 
then he or she must file an 
amended return showing the mis- 
take made on the income tax re- 
turn to avoid being penalized.

State and local governments, according to 
Latkes, have had smoking policies im- 
plemented for them. He explained that ail 
local and state government offices arc re- 
quired to prohibit smoking except in desig- 
nated areas. 

Smoking has also been banned in eleva- 
tors, on buses and, most recently, on air- 
planes - much to the chagrin of those who 
don't want to ‘ kick the habit.” 

When interviewing a prospective em- 
ployee, employers arc not allowed to ask the 
age, sex or nationality of the person. By de- 
fault, however, the employer can ask if that 
person smokes. 

Latkes said because it is not listed as an 
inappropriate question, it must be allowed. 
Whether or not the answer makes a differ- 
ence in how the employer chooses a job 
candidate is another question. 

“Iam sure some businesses do use smok- 
ing as a basis for hiring or not hiring a per- 
son,” Latkes said. 

He said he has heard of such cases, and, as 
far as he knows, it is up to the discretion of 
the employer, 

Latkes said people often draw certain con- 
clusions about a person who smokes. 
Whether or not that is a fair way to judge a 
person is up for debate.

SENIOR CENTERS 


Community organizations are for more than card playing

S enior citizen centers are like a second 

home to the elderly. With years of prog- 
ress, senior centers have changed from 
an atmosphere of card playing and 
chatting to include exercise classes, field trips and 
a long List of educational opportunities. 

Seven local senior centers have been included in 
the transition from a traditional senior gathering 
place to a contemporary senior center. 

What follows is a list of the local senior centers 
and information about the programming offered 
there. 

Canton Recreation center 

The Canton Recreation Center, open 9 a m. to 4 
p.m. Monday through Friday, is Ihe site of a ba- 
lanced program for different types of senior in- 
terests, according to center Director Dianne 
Neihengen. 

The center is located at 44Z17 Michigan Ave,, at 
the southeast comer of Michigan Avenue at Shel- 
don Road, two miles west of 1-275. 

To lx 1 a member of the center, an individual 
must be at least 55 years old and a resident of 
Canton Township. There are no membership fees 
for the center, however, individual clubs do have 
monthly dues. 

Activities for members, Neihengen said, include 
leisure time classes, a year-round sports program, 
trips, health speakers and free blood pressure 
screenings. 

For special events, there is a mixture of field 
trips and activities. Upcoming events include: a 
June 7 trip to Boblo for Senior Day; a June 11 con 
cert featuring Luciano Pavarotti at Joe Louis 
Arena; a pool tournament June 22; card party 
June 24; low-impact aerobic class from 10 to 11:30 
a m. Tuesday and Thursday, beginning in June 
and ending in July; and a July 19 and 20 AARP 
safe driving refresher course. 

The program, Neihengen said, is extremely 


popular and is designed to give personalized ser- 
vice, 

“ We are considered a focal point for the seniors. 
We try' to meet the needs of people. It's a very 
nice program. We pride ourselves on the personal 
aspect. We know most of the jxxiple by name/' 
Neihengen said.

Ask for Dianne Neihengen or any staff member. 

The Dyer Center, Westland 

The Timothy J. Dyer Center is the home of the 
senior adult program offered by the Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools, The center is open 
0 a m. to 4 p.m. weekdays and is located at 36745 
Marquette Road, between Wayne Road and New- 
burgh, Westland. 

Polly Malaney is the center director. 

“(The program) provides educational programs 
and social programs for the seniors. There are 
high school completion classes and leisure classes 
available to take/ 4 Malaney said. “Primarily, we 
gear toward the educational part.” 

In all, 22 classes are offered, ranging from 
American government and math to the senior 
kitchen band. 

Rut the center is not entirely educational. Other 
activities include free health screenings, dances 
and dinners, bingo, craft sales and free cholesterol 
screenings, 

“IPs so diversified. We offer so many fun clas- 
ses. Also, it’s a nice mixture of all kinds of peo- 
ple,” Malaney said. 

Two senior clubs in the area also call the center 
Lheir home. The Tuesday and Wednesday clubs, as 
they are called, have a combined membership of 
about 900. Membership fee is $1 per month 

Special events at the center include about two 
field trips each month, dances anti special pro- 
jects. On June 10, the center will be the site of a 


Polka festival and dance, featuring ethnic food, an 
orchestra, dancing and entertainment- On May 24, 
a flea market will be staged at the center, open to 
seniors and the public. 

“We do the overnight travels, but, mainly, we 
do one-day trips. In July, well he going to the 
Toledo Zoo, On June 16, we'U go to Boblo,” 
Malaney said. 

“The Dyer Center offers classes and activities to 
enhance the lives of senior citizens and to keep 
themselves involved and busy/ 4 she continued.

Inkster Twin Towers 

The city of Inkster senior program began as a 
pilot program in 1972, according to Marjorie Fra- 
zier. director of the Inkster Comprehensive Ser- 
vice Program for the Elderly. 

“We were a pilot program. At the time, there 
were only three of our kind of programs in the 
ITS. The idea has grown, and it has changed. Our 
original idea was to get away from the traditional 
card playing/' Frazier said. 

Although no formal senior center exists in Inks- 
ter, the current meeting place is the Inkster Twin 
Towers, 2000 Inkster Road, one block north of 
Michigan Avenue. 

The building is open for seniors from 9 a.m. to 4 
p in, weekdays and is dosed on holidays. Any 
senior may register for the program. Frazier said. 
There are no fees, but donations are accepted. 

Services offered to seniors at the center include 
transportation, in-home services, recreational 
clubs, including the lx>wling group, garden group 
and the men's group, and an assortment of educa- 
tional and leisure classes and field trips. 

Other activities include Monday bingo at 6:30 
p.m. and twice-weekly shopping trips, in which 
seniors are driven to a nearby shopping plaza or 
mall.

The Romulus Senior Center, open

SOCIAL SECURITY 

Federal ‘retirement system 1 
is now financially sound 

By ROBERT M BALL 


T he Old-Age Survivors' and 
Disability Insurance prog- 
ram - what most people 
mean by Social Security - 
is the most conservatively financed 
of all government programs It is 
supported by dedicated taxes calcu- 
lated to pay the full cost of the sys- 
tem during a 75-year period. 

Social Security funds can lx* used 
only to pay Social Security benefits, 
and administrative costs and are 
accounted for separately from the 
general budget of the United States. 

If one wants to worry about the 
financing of federal government 
programs, one should look not at So 
cial Security but at those financed 
from the general revenues, which 
are now way short of the demands 
being placed on them. 

Social Security financing is careful- 
ly watched and reported on. Each 
year, members of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Social Security trust funds 
{three cabinet members of the admi- 
nistration in office, plus two public 
members) are required, by law, to 
report to the Congress and the public 
on the financial status of the system 
during both the short and the long 
term. These reports are developed 
by highly qualified professional 
actuaries in the Social Security 
Administration and career civil ser- 
vants not beholden to any adminis- 
tration The estimates are then re- 
viewed by economists and other staff 
people m the federal departments of 
Health and Human Services, Treas- 
ury and Labor and finally approved 
by the cabinet officers and public 
representatives who make up the 
board. 

In 1983, 1984, 1985 and 198rf>, the re- 
ports of the trustees found that the 
system will be building a con side r- 
able surplus in the short run and that 
it is in close actuarial balance during 
the 75 years for which the estimates 
are made. 

Nevertheless, public opinion jxjUs 
show that, while Social Security is 
immensely popular, people worry ab- 
out the financing. Bombarded by talk 
of bankruptcy in 1981 and 1982, the 
public has just not caught up with 
the facts, and some critics of Social 
Security work hard to keep public 
concern alive, hoping that the con- 
cern will make it possible to cut back 
on benefits or make other changes 
they advocate. 

Still, others, for example The 
National Committee to Preserve So- 
cial Security and Medicare headed 
by James Roosevelt, have promoted 
uneasiness about Social Security 
financing as a money-raising tech- 
nique. 

What art 1 the facts? As a result of

amendments to the Social Security 
Act in 1977 and 1983, Social Security 
has now entered a period when the 
annual income of the system will 
greatly exceed outgo. According to 
the latest estimates of the profession- 
al and non-partisan Congressional 
Budget Office made after the ad- 
journment of the 99th Congress, the 
excess of this fiscal year (1987) will 
be $20,3 billion, and the annual ex- 
cess accelerates rapidly, reaching a 
total of $207 billion during the next 
five years. Under present law, the 
annual surpluses will be even larger 
during the rest of the 1990s and the 
early part of the next century, pro- 
ducing very large Social Security 
trust funds, which will help meet the 
increased costs of the system in later 
years. 

There is no longer serious argu- 
ment about the adequacy of Social 
Security financing during the next 25 
years. And all the estimates, except 
the most pessimistic, show the sys- 
tem to be in very good financial con- 
dition during the next 50 years. 

Beyond that, assumptions can dif- 
fer widely and still be plausible. The 
esti mates preferred by the trustees 
and the actuaries show the system to 
lie m close actuarial balance during 
the 75 years for which estimates are 
made. 

In any event, with the largest 
trust fund build-up expected, any 
changes in the estimates, either up 
or down, can be accommodated 
year by year. 

There should be no concern about 
the adequacy of Social Security 
financing. It is the one program of 
the federal government for which 
adequate and dedicated financing 
during a very long period has been 
provided tor ahead of time. Social 
Security is entirely self-financed and 
very popular You can count on it ■

ELDERLY AFFLUENCE? 


Wealthy stereotype 
unfair to seniors fighting poverty

N ews stones about the 

elderly no longer picture 
them t nidging up the road 
to the poorhouse on their 
&5th birthdays Instead, they’re 
shown as moving into Florida con- 
dominiums, their incomes guaran- 
teed by ever-rising Social Security 
benefits and their health care bills 
paid by Medicare 
Portraying the elderly as rich, 
healthy and carefree, however, is 
misleading and dangerous, according 
to analysts. It ignores the persistent 
problem of elderly poverty < millions 
of old people arc very poor), and it 
also provides a convenient excuse for 
those who want to slash social wel- 
fare programs. 

What is most disturbing is that 
this stereotype fuels the notion that 
the young should resent the old for 
grabbing scarce resources away 
from otliers seemingly more needy* 
We should celebrate the fact that 
the poverty rate for all older Amer- 
icans has dropped significantly in the 
last two decades. Twenty -five years 
ago, more than one out of three 
seniors were poor Today, it T s just 
one out of eight. 

Social Security h s made the cru- 
cial difference. More than 90 percent 
of the elderly rect e Social Security. 
On the average, it provides about 40 
percent of their retirement income 
(for the low-income elderly, it's 80 
percent). The across-the-board be- 
nefit increases in the late 1900s and 
early 1970s and th- annual cost-of- 
living adjustments begun in 1975 
helped most of the elderly stay out of 
the poorhouse. 

Despite the progress, about 3*4 mil- 
lion older Americans still live below 
the poverty line of $445 a month (for 
an individual). These individuals live 
on less than $15 a day for $18 for cou- 
ples). An additional 8 million elderly 
are struggling to eat and pay rent on 
incomes less than twice the poverty 
line - $29 a day for a person living 
alone (or $36 for couples). 

Poverty is an especially crushing 
problem for certain vulnerable 
groups of the elderly - women living 
alone, minorities and the very old, 
Almost three-quarters of the elderly 
poor are women. More than one out 
of every five elderly Hispanlcs and 
almost one out of every three elderly 
blacks are poor. 

An older black woman living 
alone is five times as likely to be des- 
titute as an older white man. 

And the longer we live, the more 
likely poverty is to loom in our fu- 
ture. People older than 85 are twice 
as likely to slip below the poverty 
line as those between 65 and 84. 
What's more, older people, once

poor, have fewer chances to escape 
poverty by getting a better job - or 
any job. That's why one-third of the 
“long-term*' |xx>r are elderly* 

But what about those costly gov- 
ernment benefits the elderly get - So- 
cial Security, Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI), Medicare, Medicaid 
and ftxxl stamps? How can anyone 
be poor when he or she is “entitled’' 
to all those federal dollars? 

First of aU, the average Social 
Security benefit is only $479 a month, 
with many older women and minor- 
ities receiving far less than that sum, 

SSI the income support program 
for the two million, poorest seniors, 
pays only $336 a month to people liv- 
ing alone, well below the poverty line 
of $445 a month that the government 
says marks the boundary of destitu- 
tion- 

And despite aU of the Medicare be- 
nefits paid out. seniors today must 
pay more of their incomes for health 
care than before Medicare was 
enacted. 

Moreover, many of the elderly 
don't even qualify for those prog- 
rams, such as women w ho worked 
sporadically or never worked at a 
job covered by Social Security* Mil- 
lions more just don’t know they are 
eligible for SSI, Medicaid and food 
stamps. 

The myth of elderly affluence 
harms the elderly and harms our 
society. It makes it easy, even justifi- 
able, to ignore the existence of 11 
million Americans living on the 
wrong side of Easy Street. 

It pits generation against genera- 
tion in the fight for an ever-shrinking 
federal dollar, at a time when all 
generations need to be fighting s ho ul- 
de r-to-shoulder to protect all poor 
Americans from suffering the 
heaviest casualties in the battle of 
the budget. V
